Oak McKenzie, chairman of the en­ 
tertainm ent committee appointed by 
the Chamber of Commerce, was in 
charge of the evening program and 
was assisted bv Mrs. T. A. Adams, 
Miss Sarah Wililams, Mrs. J. W. 
Black, Miss M argaret Stephens, Miss 
Vivian Howell and Mrs. Milton Davis. 
Refreshments of punch were served 
during the evening and various con­ 
tests in which all indulged constitut­ 
ed the program. The teachers were 
grouped according to the county which 
they represented, there being eight 
groups representing I>eon, Robertson, 
Grimes,

Texarkana. Texas, Sept. 7.—Denouncing the spirit of mob 
rule, State Representative S. J. Crumpton, joint author of the 
Crumpton-Patman anti-Ku Klux Klan measure directed against 
the activities of that organization in the state of Texas, gave out 
the following statement Sunday; 
“The mob that would take a 
prisoner iroin an officer to inflict punishment would under like 
conditions relieve an officer of his prisoner to escape punishment. 
Likewise, the officer that would deliver his prisoner to a mob 
lor punishment would under like conditions deliver his prisoner to 
the mob to escape punishment. 
Such is mob rule and such conditions are paved highways 
from a state of civilization hack to the jungles. Verily, I say un­ 
to you, there can be no middle ground, with the one it is law and 
order maintained by our constituted authority; with the other, it 
is mob rule by a set of men assuming an air of arrogance unheard 
of and heretofore without parallel.

Do you mean lo say 
that conditions are such that will justify the many in violating 
the fundamental law oi both state and nation ana the statutes 
thereof in order to punish one individual for violating one law'.

Criticises Rep. Rountree's 
Defense Of Education 


(Editor (leo. II. Boynton in Commanche Chief) 
Hon. Lee J. Rountree, editor of the Bryan Eagle and member 
of the Texas House of Representatives, has been writing articles 
to the Dallas News regretting the sentiment that seemed to pre­ 
vail in that branch of the legislature iii favor of cutting salaries 
of professors iii the State University, and he urges a constitution­ 
al amendment fixing a special tax to be collected for the main­ 
tenance of that institution. Representative Rountree made prob­ 
ably the ablest speech in the Texas legislature this session in de­ 
fense of the A. and M. College Appropriation Bill. 
Of course he 
defended the State University and received much applause. 
Representative Rountree, like all who ha\e favored spending 
immense sums for the university, refers often to the constitution 
which says Texas shall maintain a university of the “first class” 
and thinks by that they are justified in opening up the state treas­ 
ury and telling tile managers of that institution to “help them­ 
selves” to as much as they want. They forget that wit ii the pro­ 
vision calling for a “university of the first class” there is also 
provided a means to maintain such a school; but the trouble is 
the board of regents and others disregarded the plain provisions 
of the constitution as to the revenues for the support of the uni­ 
versity and have reached their hands into the state treasury’ in a 
manner never contemplated by the fathers who had in mind the 
establishment of an institution of that kind. 
Representative Curtis of Fort Worth, with a deep concern 
for the tax-burdened people of the state, says Texas does not need 
the university, and he is correct. 
The argument that we ought 
to keep the money iii Texas and provided an institution at home 
for the youth of Texas w ho want a higher education sounds fine, 
but what is there in it to the great body of men and women who 
pay the taxes to keep up such an institution? 
Why should Hie 
taxpayers be burdened with maintaining such an institution that 
calls for the expenditure of millions of money each year, when 
nine-tenths ot the boys and girls of Texas never set1 inside of it. 
Why not let those seeking a higher education go to Harvard or 
Yale, and pay their own expenses? 
It costs a young man from 
$500 to $1,000 a year in addition to what tile state pays him to 
attend the state university, and nobody outside of Austin gets any 
benefit from this expenditure. We do not see how it is saving 
anybody any money to maintain a lot of professors dow’n there at 
big salaries and build a lot of fine buildings just to have the name 
of running a big school. 
This thing is going to be discussed by 
the people of Texas and will probably be a live issue in the cam­ 
paign next year. 
The regents who have had the affairs of the 
university in charge have permitted so much graft, or misuse of 
funds in the conduct of tits institution that the people have about 
gotten tired of it, and they also see an effort manifested by the 
president and students who attend the university to control the 
legislature and force It to accede to their demands. This doesn’t 
go very well in Texas.

Speaking at the Baptist Tabernacle 
Monday night on the subject “Amer­ 
icanism” the Rev. William McDougal, 
the great militant rainist<|> who reor’ 
gam zed the prison syst#n of Ala­ 
bama and made it one of the best in 
the Union, held an audience of several 
hundred people for nearly two hours 
alternately 
with 
his 
characteristic 
Scotch pathos and sincerity and sub­ 
tle and irresistible humor and optim­ 
ism. 
He was speaking in Bryan un­ 
der the auspices of the local chapter 
of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
and, although not a member of the 
secret o rg a n ist^ , 
Mr. 
McDougal 
said he heartily endorsed it because 
of 
the fact that some of its ene­ 
mies, notably 
the 
Roman Catholic 
church, were bending all their efforts 
to counteract the influence of the 
Klan and that he knew such organiza­ 
tions as the ones most active in oppo­ 
sition to the Klan were “anti-Amer 
ican” in both creed and practice. 
A great crowd had filled the Tab­ 
ernacle several minutea 
before 
o’clock, the time advertised for the 
speaking, ami promptly at the hour 
Dr. John A. Held, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, called "the house to 
order, asked the audience 
to 
sing 
America,” and Rev. H. C. Willis, 
pastor of the First Methodist church, 
opened the service With a few words 
of prayer. 
Dr. Held introduced the 
Rev. Mr. McDougal by saying that as 
he was born in Scotland he was free 
to apeak his convictions and that the 
speaker of the evening was an Amer­ 
ican by choice and not by accident. 
He told of how the Rev. McDougal 
had under the appointment of the 
governor of Alabama made the prison 
system of that state one of the best 
in the nation; how that the speaker 
had not only appeared on the plat­ 
form throughout the United States 
end appealed for pure Americanism 
but had fought for his ideals on the 
field of battle and that he had shown 
himself under all circumstances to 
be one hundred per cent American. 
Rev. McDougal began his lecture 
by saying that he had been in prat 
tically every country in the world but 
that he thought the one of his choice 
was the greatest country on the globe 
and pointing to the United States flag 
that waved beside the speaker’s stand 
he said “and I believe that is the 
greatest 
flag in 
the world.” 
He 
pointed out that we are accustomed 
to saying that Columbus discovered 
America, but that in reality it took 
the Kaiser to discover it and that 
the histories of the 
United 
States 
should all be changed for the Ameri 
ca of today is not what it was when 
selfishness and indifference blinded 
the most of our people to the great 
ideal for which Old Glory stands. “We 
can not go back to the conditions of 
the pre-war period,” said the speaker 
for a new ideal has been revealed to

principles of the faith.

representative of the Supreme Being 
on earth and (hat he claims dominion 
over three kingdoms—the kingdom of 
heaven, the kingdom of earth and the 
kingdom of hell.

Tt is of incal­ 
culable value th at a student should 
have some know ledge of the unusually 
difficult places of th- road th a t he 
proposes to travel, and also th a t he 
have some notion of w hat the end of 
the journey is like, and of how he m ay 
reasonably be expected to behave both 
on the road and on his arrival a t the 
goal. Such general views are given, in 
m any subjects, in the first lessons, lf 
these are missed it is often difficult 
for the student to get his bearing, and 
the later faint flickers of interest are 
too often of short duration. The pupil 
becomes dissatisfied w ith school and 
dislikes all th a t pertains to it. 
He 
leaves school or becomes a plague 
spot in the school comm unity. 
The 
consequence in either case is an im ­ 
perfectly developed citizen th a t will 
retard the progress of the next gener­ 
ation. 
Today a college education is a nec­ 
essity. It is true there have been some 
notable successes 
achieved 
bv 
men 
w ithout college* training. But the big 
end of every big thing has alw ays 
lx>en done by trained thinkers. Today 
it is next to im possible to enter col­ 
lege w ithout successfully com pleting 
four years of high school study. Our 
country expects every youth to exert 
him self to the utm ost to be ready to 
grapple victoriously with the increas­ 
ingly complex problem s that the prog­ 
ress' of a free people keeps eye r un­ 
folding.

College Station, Texas, Septem ber 
5.—P resident W. B. Bizzell form ally 
opened the fourth annual session of 
tho C entral Texas (T eachers’ In s ti­ 
tute w ith an address in Guion Hall 
this m orning to the 679 teachers from 
the counties 
of 
B razos, Burleson, 
G rim es, Leon, .Madison, 
Robertson, 
Freestone and Lim estone 
who 
have 
registered fo r the work this week. 
P rofessor .Martin L. H ayes, director 
of the in stitu te presided 
over 
the 
m eeting and introduced the speaker. 
President Bizzell w arm ly welcomed 
the teachers, statin g th at it was one 
of his g reatest desires to have all 
those engaged in the teaching profes­ 
sion in Texas to inspect the College 
plant and learn som ething of the work 
th at it is doing in the state. 
By tell­ 
ing of his recollection of the conduct 
)f teach ers’ institutes in the early 
years of this century he drew a com­ 
parison in the effect of the old tim e 
in stitu te where a few teachers in the 
d istrict w ere called on to read papers 
on some subject on which they were 
not well inform ed and the one th at 
he was now opening w ith a progrp^i 
including m any short courses of in­ 
struction by specialists trained es­ 
pecially in the line of w ork in which 
he w as interested. 
The speaker approached a short dis­ 
cussion of pedagogy by a statem ent 
which he said he w as sure w as a con­ 
troversial one and which would prob­ 
ably be considered as 
heresy 
by 
many. His statem ent w as th a t teach­ 
ers read too much pedagogical lit 
eratu re and too little on the subject 
of developing com m unity life. 
The 
object of the teacher in studying to 
prom ote him self 
in 
his profession 
should be to enlarge his vision, his 
understanding of hum an n atu re and 
sharpen his faculties of discernm ent 
he said, and this should lead him to a 
more generous reading of literatu re 
w ith m uch broader educational p er­ 
ceptions th an is included in the books 
on technical school room m anagem ent 
and m ethods of class conduction. 
He 
said a larg e p a rt of the pedagogical 
literatu re w as m ere junk and th a t one 
of the 
g reatests 
uses 
th a t could be 
made of our educational specialists 
today w as to employ them in leading 
the teachers out of the field of jt**la- 
gogical literatu re. 
Touching on the public school sys­ 
tem President Bizzell said th a t from 
his observation of the boys who came 
to A. and M. College from the pub­ 
lic schools th a t those schools w ere 
try in g to teach too m any subjects. 
He said a narrow curriculum w as 
needed in order th a t the young people 
could be trained in thoroughness in ­ 
stead of being schooled in a variety 
of general subjects. “In other w ords”, 
he said, “we need more boys who 
can extract the square root. 
They 
ought not to have to rem em ber the 
form ula for solving such sim ple prob­ 
lems but instead should be so ground­ 
ed in the subject th a t they could m ake 
their own rules. 
The suprem e need 
1s thoroughness and a proper p er­ 
spective of the subject m a tte r it­ 
s e lf ” 
A most dangerous and evil ten ­ 
dency that is progressing in the high 
schools and extending into the col­ 
leges and universities 
he said, w as 
that of socializing the schools to the 
point that the children do not under­ 
stand w hat they go to school for. 
He said this w as m anifested in the 
colleges and universities by the fact 
th at 50 per cent of the boys and g irls 
who w ent to our colleges and univer­ 
sities tin se days do not go fo r an ed­ 
ucation hut to g et identified w ith the 
social clubs. “The proclivity is to ­ 
ward making social clubs o u t of our 
higher institutions of learning,” he 
aid, “anil I have never had any am ­ 
bition to be the president of a social 
club but the head of a school or 
system of schools th a t reached its 
goal of education through h ard w ork. 
study, self-denial and even sacrifice.” 
P resident Bizzell told the teachers 
th a t the events of the last few weeks 
had caused him to m editate the pos­ 
sibility th a t the m ajority of the peo­ 
ple in the sta te w ere not in favor of 
a system of higher education. 
He 
-aid the action of the state legislature 
was conducive to such tho u g h ts and 
told how a t m idnight which m arked 
the close of the first special session 
of 
the T hirty-seventh 
L egislature 
which w as called to pass tho educa­ 
tional appropriation bill, w hen th at 
t>ill w as finally refused by tho house 
how m em bers of th a t body hugged 
each other round the neck and danced 
in savage glee on the floor of the 
house because they thought the gov­ 
ernor would not call an o th er special 
session of tho legislature and there-! 
fore the sta te higher institutions of 
learning would have 
to 
close th eir 
doors fo r tw o years a t least. 
He told them th a t if ever they ac­ 
quired any egotistical ideas about the 
faith th at the people had in the w ork 
they w ere doing th a t attendance on 
a session of th eir state legislature! 
when the educational appropriation 
bill was under consideration would 
fully cure them . 
The rem edy fo r this condition he 
said was fo r the teachers of the s ta te ' 
who w ere influential facto rs to use 
their individual pow er in sending to: 
the legislature n u n who w ere quail-J 
fied fo r service th ere by an under­ 
standing of the possibilities of educa­ 
tion and its necessity in any program 
of governm ent 
or 
civilized so ciety .! 
lie said there w ere m any m en in th e 1 
legislature who ought not to be there 
because th ey did not have th a t under­ 
standing. 
In concluding he ad m o n -1 
ished them to believe stro n g ly in th e | 
thing they w ere doing and thereby 
convince the common people of the 
state th a t th eir w ork w as w orthw hile 
and lead them to see th a t we cannot! 
look optim istically to the fu tu re f o r | 
u g re a t *nd prosperous sta te except 
w ith a functioning educational system .
